On last F rid ay night a wind and 
hail storm did considerable damage 
below D ecatur about six miles. The 
storm took a streak several hundred 
yards wide from the Muse community 
east through Rhome. 
Cotton was 
badly dam aged in the path, and many 
fields were ruined, among them being 
the cotton crop of Bob 
McClure, 
which was beaten to shreds, 
b ru it 
and melons also suffered, the hail 
coming down with such force as to 
burst open large melons. At the home 
* o f Fred Belew large hail broke holes 
in the roof of the house, knocking off 
shingles 
and breaking out window 
lights. 
The wind was a twister in 
some places, as a few houses were 
moved from their foundations, and 
many 
barn s 
and outhouses 
were 
blown down. 
Large trees were torn 
up and blown for some distance. 
No 
one was injured, as most of the people 
were in their storm houses. The same 
storm went on to Rhome, where con­ 
siderable dam age was done. 


Rhome, T ex., Aug. 9.—L ast night 
at 8:30 heavy clouds gathered in the 
northwest and as it came nearer the 
lightning lit up the elements

DELIGHTFUL SIDE OF OUTDOOR 
LIFE IN SUMMER. 


Boma Useful Suggestions for Amstsui 
Compert—-Simple 
Recipes 
That 
Ars 
Worth 
Trying—Easy 
Way 
to 
Fry 
Fish. 


Cooking in the open sir is a da 
lightful side of outdoor life in the 
summer, and those who love the real 
gypsy thing scorn the oilfstove used 
by amateur campers. 
A fire is made 
on the bosom of good Mother Earth, 
and the camper or picnicker who can 
arrange it so that the smoke will be 
carried away in some simple and sen­ 
sible manner is the one who, after the 
cook, is most necessary to the party. 
A fireplace with a chimney behind can 
be made of stones and mud in a few 
minutes by several pairs of hands, but 
it must be placed so that the wind wffll 
be behind the cook. 
After the wood 
has burned down to coals the ordinary 
campfire 
put 
over 
stones 
or 
be­ 
tween them is useful, and an iron grid­ 
dle, a frying pan and a coffee or tea 
pot are the chief tools needed for 
quite a good meal. 
But before you 
make the fire find out if a permit is 
required, as it would be In the Adiron- 
dacks and In many other densely-wood­ 
ed districts. 
A forest fire may be a 
great tragedy, and when it is caused 
by willful carelessness it becomes a 
crime punishable In 
many 
districts 
with a considerable fine. 
Here are 
some recipes for the vacation cooking 
spree done under lawful conditions: 
Hoe Cake.—Take two ounces of corn 
meal and pour over it enough boiling 
water to wet it all and swell the grain. 
Then mix to the consistency of a thin 
balfter with more hot water, adding 
silt to taste. 
Heat the griddle quite 
hot over the gypsy campfire, grease It 
with a bit of salt pork, and then pbur 
on the corn batter in a 
thin 
cake. 
When the cake is parched on one aids 
turn on the other and serve hot with 
butter. 
It takes about five minutes 
to cook each cake, but if It Is made 
the size of a large griddle it will do 
for three persons. 
Fried Fish.—If a supply of fresh 
finny 
creatures is 
handy, 
whether 
these are caught by the party or not, 
a dish of hot fried fish will prove a 
delicious event at an open-air meal. 
After the fish have been scalded and 
cleaned, wash them in several cold 
waters and then dry thoroughly on a 
clean cloth. Use the small ones whole, 
leaving on the heads, and cut the oth­ 
ers in fair-sized pieces. 
Salt and pep­ 
per and dip lightly in cornmeal. Then 
try out a little salt pork in the frying 
pan, and when there is enough fat fry 
ffce fish a nice brown on both sides. 
Serve them on little wooden plates, 
covering each with a big, clean oak 
leaf. 


DOING 
UP DELICATE PIECES 


How Jabots, Handkerchiefs and Oth­ 
er Accessories May be Beauti­ 
fully Laundered. 


Delicate articles such 
as 
jabots, 
handkerchiefs and 
other accessories, 
may be beautifully laundered by the 
following methods: Prepare 
a 
thin 
starch by wetting a teaspoonful of 
cornstarch in a little cold water. Add 
two quarts of bolling water and boil 
from 30 minutes to an hour. 
When 
cold, strain. 
Have the articles to be 
starched 
washed 
clean, 
dip 
them 
while wet Into the starch, wring dry, 
then clap between the hands till part­ 
ly dry. 
Lay right side down on a 
thick Ironing pad and iron with a 
moderately hot iron. 
Articles laun­ 
dered In this way have the sheer look 
and the crispness of new goods. 


Maple Charlotte. 
Soak one-half ounce gelatine In cold 
water to cover. 
Dissolve by standing 
It over hot water. 
Put three table­ 
spoons of grated maple sugar in a 
saucepan, stir till melted, add one 
pint of cream; let mixture boll gent­ 
ly to a creamy thickness, cool slight­ 
ly, add yolks of three eggs, four table­ 
spoons of maple sugar, one teaspoon 
vanilla, two tablespoons 
cold 
milk, 
beaten till light. 
Stirffn gelatine, set 
aside to get cold; line a mold with 
sponge cake cut in slices. 
Pour in 
the cream and cover the top of the 
mold with thin slices of cake, garnish 
with spuq maple sugar and whipped 
sweetenedv cream poured over top of 
cake. 
This dessert should stand two 
hours on Ice before serving.

GIVE HADDOCK MUDDLE A TRY 


Makes a Very Delicious Dish When 
Well Made and This Tells 
You How. 


Muddle Is really delicious when well 
made, but two precautions must be 
taken. 
Don’t add too much water or 
thickening, and don’t cook it too long 
so that the fish will break up. It takes 
about 
twenty minutes to prepare 
enough for two, and use a pound and 
a quarter of fresh haddock. Allow half 
a pound for each additional person, 
and, of course, pork and water In pro­ 
portion. 
Fry carefully five or six slices ol 
pork, then place the fish (cut Into 
pieces about an inch and a half thick) 
in the spider, and pour In about a cup 
and a half of bolling water. Cover and 
cook gently until fish is done. If the 
spider used is one that the water does 
not cover the fish, I have turned it, 
but It is better not to, as it may 
bleak. Thicks# the gravy before you 
remove the muddle to the serving dish 
by adding a tablespoon of flour well 
mixed with a little water. 
Muddled 
clams are good prepared this same 
way, also cod’s tongues.

FARMERS UNION AND COTTON 


Every Farmer Should 
Reduce 
His 
Acreage All He Can and Plant 
Feed Stuff for Own Use. 


The profits of the cotton crop of 
ISH were swept away by what the 
speculator called overproduction. Let 
>tfmt b® .what it may, the crop of ISH 
cost the farmers more money than 
they got out of it, and It should carry 
with It an object lesson that should 
be very helpful In the making and 
marketing of the crop of 1912. 
The 
bitter experience of last year should 
be made an Incentive for a perfect or­ 
ganisation of the Farmers’ 
Union, 
says the Texas Farm 
Co-Operator. 
Every effort should be made to make 
the organization a perfect compact and | 
to put the organization In a condition 
I 
to battle for a legitimate price for 
cotton during the coming season. 
The farmers must not forget that 
they are less able now to make a de­ 
cisive stand than they 
were 
a few 
years ago. 
The failure of the corn 
crops last year has involved the ma­ 
jority of farmers in debt, and these 
debts must be paid as soon 
as the 
cotton begins to move, or must be pro­ 
vided for in some other way. 
This 
condition must not be overlooked, for 
it is sure to come, and when it does 
come, is sure to beat down the price 
of cotton and the poor farmer will be 
forced to sell then at a great sacrifice. 
The union can provide the means in 
Texas to care tor the great body of 
the cotton crop, and if the first cot­ 
ton is held off the market 
there 
is 
sure to be brought about sharp com­ 
petition for cotton, but lf tbe lirst cot­ 
ton to be gathered is suffered to go on 
the market, there is sure to be a sharp 
decline that will be felt all the season 
through. 
The union did much Jast 
year to 
strengthen the cotton market, and it 
the work had been begun in time and 
carried out vigorously all during the 
season would have been much more 
effective. 
The Co-Operator brought 
this matter before the people early 
last year and urged Immediate action, 
and if matters had been handled in 
time many millions of dollars would 
Pave been saved that was lost to tbe 
people of tbe south. 
Tbe time to perfect the 
organiza­ 
tion is now, and every effort should 
be put forth to put tbe organization 
In the best possible condition for tbe 
coming battik, for the people may ex­ 
pect that every effort will be made to 
secure the next cotton crop without 
paying a legitimate price for it. And 
only hope that the people have 
perfect organisation, and every 
farmer should avail 
himself of 
its 
benefits. 
There Is no doubt bot 
what 
the 
acreage will 
be 
reduced, and that 
there will be much leas cotton planted 
this season than was planted last year. 
Bot the farmers must not overlook the 
fact that the present aeaeon Is much 
more favorable than was the season 
of last year. So every farmer should 
reduce his acreage all he 
can, and 
plant plenty of feed stuff for home 
consumption. 
And if in the end a 
smaller cotton crop is actually raised 
it will bring to the farmer more money 
than the larger crop would do. So the 
farmer should be wise this time and 
prepared for any kind of ab emer- 


A dry bread crust will clean your 
clock face, oil, paint, pictures or wall 
paper.

of mishap. 
Select l&rge prunes, soak them over 
night and then remove tbe pits care­ 
fully; stuff each prune with nut meat, 
roll in sugar and serve as one would 
stuffed dates.
